JUDGE LYNCH. 


A Negro Hanged by a Mob at Ironton 
for Outrage. 
IRONTON, Mo., July 31.—Tne predictions 


that Henry Caldwell, the negro who, on the 


27th, attempted to outrage Mrs. Peck, an 
aged white lady, would be turned over to 
Judge Lynch, was verified on Saturday 
night. Shortly after midnight a party of 
about 100 masked men surrounded the jail 
and demanded of Sheriff Fletcher 
that Caldwell be turned over to them 
at once. The Sheriff resistea, but 


the maskers were determined and broke 
down the jail door. The prisoner was taken 
out and carried to a bridge on the Iron Moun- 
tain Ratiroad and hanged. To insure his 
death the mob fired several shots into his 
dangling body. The hanging was done very 
quietiy, and after it was certain the man was 
dead the mob dispersed as quietiy as they had 
come. The body of the negro was found by 
a farmer passing by at 3 o’clock 
on Sunday morning. It was cut down by 
Marshal Patton, put into a coffin and conveyed 
to the court-house, where it lay and was 
viewed by hundreds of the curious. He was 
buried by the town autnorities on Sunday 
afternoon. The hanging of Caldwell was the 
first hanging that ever took place in Iron 
county.

FURIOUS FLAMES. 


Milland Tenement Houses Burnt 
in New York. 


oe 
Two Firemen Killed—- Four Workmen 
Barned—A Rapid Fire—Loss 


Halt a Million. 


New York, July 81.—The extensive flour 
milis of Hecker & Co., to 265 Cherry street, 
burned this morning. Five hundred men 
employed in the building ran for their lives, 
and itis believed all escaped. The flames 
spread with sucb alarming rapidity, that 
there may have some lives lost. 

The Express says, on what floor the flames 
started and how the began cannot at present 
be ascertained. The immense building was 
soon a mass of flame that rose a distance of 
100 feet above the roof. The heat is intense: 
People dwelling in the tenement houses 
across the street were obliged 

TO FLY FOR THEIR LIVES, 
leaving al) their household effects behind. 
The unfortunate occupants deserted their 
houses none too soon for the flames shot to 
the opposite side of Cherry staeet, and in 
less time that i: takes to write the conflagra- 
tion had wrapped at least fifteen 
houses in flames extending from 194 up Pike 
street and continuing for several houses be- 
yond the thoroughfares. While the flames 
were burning with terrific fury at the flour 
mill, the wall fell in, 

KILLING TWO FIREMEN. 
At the same time it became known that four 
of the factory bands had perisbed in the 
flames. It was currently reported at the same 
time that a number of those residing in the 
tenement houses across the street were un- 
able to escape and were among the dead. 

NEw YORK, July $1.—The spice and flour 
mills of Sawyer, Beers and Fisher also 
burned. There is as yet no verification of 
the report that six lives were lost. One fire- 
man was seriously hurt, and two others over- 


come by the beat. 
As far as could be ascertained the total loss 
by fire 
WILL BE OVER $1,000,000, 
and possibly much more. Geo. V. Hecker, 
owner of the flour-mill, said the stock and 
machinery there was valued at about $400,000. 
The buildings themselves were valued at 
200,000, and all were totally destroyed. The 
stabies were damaged to the extent of 510, 000. 
He said further, insurance would probably 
cover their losses.

SPRINGFIELD, ILL., July 21.—The Republi- 
cans of this State are becoming alarmed at the 
situation.

He stated that this scheme, 
as worked in Republican districts, is put 
forth on the ground that a large number of 
Democrate will vote for Prohibition candi- 
dates this year, whereas the fact is, as he al- 
leges, that in all Central and Northern IIIinols, 
not more than 1,000 or 1,500 Democrats can, 
under any circumstances, be counted on to 
support such candidates. He is understood 
to believe the case is different in Southern 
I}linois, where, by nominating a 


few men of temperance principle 
in Democratic districts, a member may be 
gained in some cases. . He says he has infor- 
mation of a reliable nature that 3 good inroad 
can be made on the Democrats in that quar- 
ter by sucha policy. It is at least becoming 
evident that in the more northern parts of the 
State the temperance fanatics are bound to 
cripple the Republicans badly. 

he Democratic State Convention will take 
advantage of this tendency of State politics. 
Their plang for that occasion are already 
pretty well matured. The first thing of im- 
portance will be to declare in favor of Carter 
H. Harrison, Mayor of Chicago, for U. 8. 
Senator and to issue a square utierance ia op- 
position to sumptuary legislation. Harrison’s 
Known position on the question will help the 
Democratic vote, and the prohibition candi- 
datures throughout the state will hurt the 
the Republicans.

The State of Missouri vs. Guy S. Smith. In the 

Circuit Court of St. Louis county, May term, 

1882. 

Now comes defendant in above entitled 
cause and moves the court to set aside the 
verdict of the jury as therein returned, and to 
grant defendant a new trial therein for rea- 
sons as follows: 

First. Because the court erred in 
admitting for the consideration of said jury 
iliegal and hearsay testimony as against de- 
fendant, 

Second. Because the court misdirected the 
jury in material matters ot law. 

Third. Because the court tailed to direct the 
jury in material matters of law, to-wit: As to 
the law detining the crime of murder in the 
second degree, manslaughter in the second 
degree and manslaughter in the third degree, 
as, by the evidence adduced in the case, it was 
bound to do.

Because the court allowed counsel for 
the State in his closing argument ofthe case 
to misconstrue the law of the case as given by 
the court, and to assert and discuss the erro- 
neous proposition of law that the —— of 
the jury was to look to future disposition of 
defendant,if acquitted, and to discuss matters 
as facts which were not in or 
warranted by the evidence in the 
case, whereby the minds of the jury 
were prejudiced against defendant.and the 

ury was misied and induced to return a wrong 
verdict therein, as against defendant. 

Sixth. Because the verdict of the jury in 
said case is contrary to the law as given and 
the evidence as adduced in said trial.

A BRUTAL OUTRAGE, 
Gross Abuse of Authority by an 
Officer. 


| 
Outrageous Assault én Two Well-Known 
Citizens—A Case for Investigation, 


Oapt. Mayne and Fred Rawlins, two English 
residents of independent means, both well 
known in down town-circies, appear in the 
Police Court to-morrow morning to answer a 


charge preferred against them by a 
police officer. They were arrested 
on Thursday night for loſtering on 


the street corner and disturbing the peace. 
The hearing was continued until to-morrow, 
when both gentlemen will be represented by 
counsel. 

A PosT-DISPATCH reporter met Capt. Mayne 
this morning, and he gave tne following ver- 
sion of the arrest: ü 

„Thie is one ot the worst cases of 
abuse of authority that I ever heard of, 
and I do not intend to let the matter drop. 
The whole truth can be stated in a few words. 
My friend Mr. Rawlins stood with me a few 
moments on Thursday night at the Pine and 
Seventh street corner, near the 
Golden Lion. We were chatting 
4 — ly together prior to dispersing bome ward. 

live out west and was anxiousto know how 
the owl cars ran after midnight. An officer 
approached the corner trom Olive street. Le 
was abigIrishman. I spoke to him as he 
came near us, and civilly inquired for his car- 
time schedule. The blutt answer 1 got was 
that he was not A timekeeper ; 
it was none of his business to keep 
time-tables; he was not paid to do that kind of 
thing. Iremarked that I understood every 
officer carried a time-card, but to sav the least 
of it hé might de more civil. The officer mut- 
tered some oath, and his rudeness ruffled me. 
I then asked him for his number, saying 


that civility was due to every 
one. He then made a movement 
towards us and said veryinsolently: ‘Come, 


now, you fellows, had better be moving on be- 
fore I move you. At the same time he at- 
tempted to shove my friend Rawlins, who was 


ind t and said; ‘Look here, Mr. Officer, 
hands off! If you insult me your 
gilt buttons will not protect 
ou.’ The officer whose number 


observed was 12, then raised his club with 
both hands and aimed a terrific blow at Raw- 
Uns, who threw up his arm and protected his 
head, but received the full force of the blow on 
his arm and elbow, making severe contusions. 
The officer then camé at me,and to save myself 
I tell flat on the ground. Having a wife 
and,family I was anxious to keep out Of danger. 
The officer then collared me and tore my 
clothes and I was hauled to the Chestnut street 
station, where the charge of loitering and dis- 
turbance of the peace was put against me. 
Rawlins walked down tothe station with me and 
was arrested likewise as soon as we got there. I 
asked the sergeantin charge to take particu. 
lar notice of the fact that Rawlins and I were 
both perfectly sober at the time. We were 
thrown into cells for 


the Four Courts in 
with twenty colored prisoners. At the 
calaboose we specially asked for a messenger 
to be sent down to usin order that we micht 
communicate with our friends, but it was not 
heeded; neither could we ascertain the name 


of the officer who aseaulted us. We were 
subjected to every indignity that could be 
offered us, and Rawlins has been 


obliged to keep his bed for days on account of 
his injuries.’’ 

Capt. Mayne has placed the matter in the 
hands of B. R. Davenport, who will present 
the facts before the Police Board to-morrow. 


FOUND IN 4 QUARRY, 


The Body ot an Unknown Man Who is 
Supposed to Have Suicided. 


The Caroner received word this morning that 
an unknown man had been found dead in the 
vicinity ot Twentieth and Universty streets. 
There is an abanduned stone quarry there 
which has not been used for a num-« 
ber of years. It has deen partially 
filled 80 that from the street to the 


present excavation there is a distance of about 
sixty feet. This morninga young lad living near 
by was playing on the margin of the hole, when 
he saw. lying in the bottom the body of a man. 
He quickly informed a policeman, and after 
much trouble it was fished out. The 
man had apparently been about 
45 years old. He was well dressed, 
and his general appearance indicated that he 
had been in good circumstances at one time. 
His clothing was searched, but there was 
nothing to indicate who he was. From in-

No at- 
tention was paid to his assertion, as it was 
thought he was saffering from mental aberra- 
tion. Day before yesterday be aid not show 
up. He had the appearance, when found this 
morning, of having been dead at least 48 hours. 
The body was removed to the Morgue and laid 
on the slab tor identification. Sowe person 
who saw him atter he was taken from the 
quarry theught he had lived near Twenty-sec - 
ond ana Warren streets, but did not know his 
name. An inquest will be held.

PROHIBITION IN POLITICS. 


The present liquor laws of Missouri make 

it a matter of local option whether saloons 
shall be permitted to sel! intoxicating bever- 
ages in any county or not. Under this sys- 
tem less than a majority ef the voters of the 
county can, by organizing for the purpose, 
elect a County Court which will refuse to 
license any saloon. All they need jis enough 
Prohibitionists to constitute a balance of 
power between the Republican and Demo- 
craticcounty tickets, and either side will 
give them the County Court for the remainder 
of the offices. In this way we have Prohibi- 
tion by local option in some counties where, 
on a square vote onthe merits of the ques- 
tion, a majority of the people would prefer 
the policy of permitting and regulating the 
retail liquor traffic by license, imposing 2 
considerable local tax on the business. Mis - 
souri laws against selling liquor without? 
license are very severe, but are easily snd 
generally enforced. 
It would seem that this system of laws 
ought to be entirely satisfactory to the Pro- 
hibitionists if they had no political aim or 
purpose. With less than à majority of the 
voters they oan abolish saloons and severely 
punish liquor-selling in any county of the 
State. A saloon is much more of a nuisance 
in our smal! rural villages than in the larger 
towns and cities that are well policed. The 
young pumpkin of Missouri is a venturesome, 
high-rettied fellow, fond of riding wild 
horses at break-neck speed, and it requires 
Lut little whisky to develop his secret notion 
that he is something of a desperado, with a 
natural aptitude for cowboy pranks and dan- 
gerous fun. When a squad of these fellows 
on a visit to a country village get elated with 
liquor and begin to ride their horses upon the 
sidewaiks and into the stores, and quiet 
citizens have to turn out and quelli the 
disturbance, it is always a disagreeable and 
often a serious business. It therefore hap- 
pens that a great many men vote to prohibit 
jiquor-selling in their own rural districts 
who would see no good reason for such pro- 
hibition in localities maintaining a sufficient 
police force. And as farmers generally are 
not conscious of any direct interest in the 
liquor business, those of them opposing Pro- 
hibition on principle are lukewarm on the 
subject, and easily persuaded to permit a 
small party of Prohibitionists, holding the 
balance of power, to foist their policy on the 
county. Thus has Prohibition already be- 
come an issue and a power in county politics 
to such an extent thatthe Democratic State 
Convention the other day was bulidozed 
by the threat that a declaration from it 
against Prohibition would defeat a. great 
many Democratic county tickets. 

But the Prohibitionists are not satisfied 
with forcing their policy on some counties 
where they are in the minority as well as 
where they constitute a msjority. They pro- 
pose, by the same process of playing upon the 
cowardice and offlce-seeking propensities of 
both parties, to neutralize the will of a large 
majority of the people and foist upon the 
whole State a radical change of constitution, 
implying a startling changein the functions 
of government, an alarming removal of 


those ancient ‘andmarks of legislation 
that protect the rights and property 
of minorities and individuals. It pro- 


poses, under the specious pretense of pro- 
moting the general welfare, to ruthlessiy 
destroy, without compensation, the hard- 
earned property of Missourians in vineyards, 
breweries and distilleries worth at least 
$30,000,000, and to strike down lawful indus- 
tries that now pay taxes to the amount of at 
least $10,000,000 per annum to our municipal» 
State and Federal revenues. All this in 
order to impose upon unwillirg St. Louis, 
unwilling Kaneas City, unwilling grape- 
growing counties, the same industries, the 
same moral discipline and rules of conduct 
that a differently situated rural population 
may be induced to carelessly accept for 
themselves. 

And yet we sretold that the organization 
which proposes to do and is doing all this by 
bulldozing both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties is not a political organization 
and must not be opposed or antagonized as a 
political party; that a question affecting the 
property and cherished rights of afree peo- 
ple is not a political issue and must be ig- 
nored or treatedequivocaliy in the pledges 
upon which the people are asked to entrust 
the power of the State Government to this or 
that party. What are we here for?’ ask 
the FLANAGANS in State convention, and they 
answer their own question by sction which 
shows that they are there to ignore the most 
vital principles of State policy and to dicker 
with any fanaticiym or compromise with any 
wrong that might otherwise endanger 
their acquisition of offices and spoils

brush the Pronibitionists are capturing not on- 
lyjcounty governments, but State governments 
all around us. They have either captured or 
silenced both the Republican and Democratic 
organizations in Kansas and Iowa, and the 
motto embiazoned on the ballot-boxes of both 
of those States now is, “Put none but Prohi- 
bitioniste on guard.” Wherever the latter 
hold the balance of power ina district, only 
Prohibitionista will be elected to Congress, 
and their programme and purpose is to con- 
trol every department sand function of gov- 
ernment in this Union, municipal, State 
and Federal. Gentlemen who fancy that this 
is not a political question and that there are 
no politics in the Probibition movement are 
politicians of the bat species, cave-dwellers, 
belonging neither to birds nor beasts that can 
face the light of day. 


Tur conviction of GuY SMITH, the twelve - 
year-old boy, who killed his father near 
Kirkwood a few weeks ago, was quite a sur- 
prise. The murder was avery atrocious and 
deliberate one, but nobody supposed that a 
jury would return a verdict which would im- 
pose upon the law the unpleasant duty of 
hanging a child. The testimony in the case 
shows throughout that the boy SMITH is an 
abnormal creature. His temperment has 
always been that of a sullen, rabid dog. His 
passion was almost ungovernable, and when 
irritated there was no length that he would 
not go to be avenged. This was no more than 
insanity. There is nothing, itseems, in the 
laws of our State to prohibit the execution 
of a child over seven years of age. It is held 
that beyond that age there is a thorough 
knowledge of right and wrong, and responsi- 
bility for acts setsin. It is hardly probable 
that young SMITH will be marched to 
the gallows and straugled by the majestic law. 
Even if he does not secure a second trial 
Executive clemency will probably be invoked 
in his behalf, but the question rises what is 
to be done with a such a creature? He is not 
fit to grow up in society; his mental defects 
scarcely qualify him for admission to an 
asylum for the insane, and if he is sent to the 
Penitentiary for anything short of life, he wil! 
be turned out upon the world eventually as a 
gullen, disgraced criminal with all the mur- 
derous instincts which have already dis- 
tinguished bim sharpened and intensified. 
If the State wasn’t plunged in such hopeless 
poverty, we would suggest the establishment 
ofareformatory prison for youthful crimi- 
nals, where there would be personal restraint 
coupled with good schooling, useful trades 
and moral example. They have something of 
the kind in Ohioand other States and it is 
found to work exceedingly well.

A FEW days before the late Democratic 
primaries in this city we made some inquiries 
about a “slush’’ fund, being anxious to learn 
whether the gentlemen who had bled them- 
selves to elect CRITTENDEN two years ago 
were doing anything in behalf of an indorse- 
ment of his Administration.

There is only one section in the statute which 
can be claimed to have any bearing on the 
question, directly or indirectly, to-wit, sec- 
tion 1666, whieh is as follows: 4 
“whenever any person shall be convicted of 
anv felony committed while under 18 years of 
age, ne shall be sentenced to imprisonment 
in 2 county jail not exceeding one year, in- 
stead of unprisonment in the Penitentiary,’ 


elf section was construed and passed upon 
in the case of the State vs. Barton, reported 
6 Mo. App. 15 and 71 Mo. 289, before the 
assave of the amended statute above quoted; 
~ as the amendment only changed the age 
from 16 to 18 vears, and in other respects al- 
jowed it to remain as it was, the argument 
applies with equal force here. Barton, a boy 
of 15 years of age, was indicted and convicted 
in St. Charles county for murder in the first 
degree, and, after conviction, filed bis motion 


1D 


to commute sentence to imprison- 
ment in the County Jail for one 
year, basing his authority for 
such action on section .1666. The motion 


was overruled by the trial court and the de- 
fendant appeaied to the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals and subsequently to the Supreme 
Court. In passing on the matter the Court 
of Appeals, through Lewis, P. J., says: The 
real meaning of this section (referring to sec- 
tion 1066) will not be altered if we transpose 
its cone udiag terms, thus: Whenever, etc., 

* * #* instead of imprisonment in the 
penitentiary, as prescribed by the preceding 
provisions of this law, he shal) be sentenced 
to imprisonment in a county jail not exceed- 
ing one year.” 

It is thus apparent that imprisonment 
in thetcounty jail is provided, not as an orig- 
inal punisbment, but as a substitute 
for imprisonment in the Penitentiary as pre- 
scrived, etc. It follows that the _jall penalty 
is net here tobe called into existence upon 
any terms. It may appear asa substitute for 
the Penitentiary, but itis nowhere said that 
it may be adopted in heu of the death 
» sity. Again our Supreme Court in the 
game cate, through Nupton, J., says: ‘This 
section (1666) scems capable of but one con- 
struction. and that is ‘o require imprison- 
ment in a county jai] as a substitute for im- 
prisonment in the Penitentiary, where such 
offenses as were punishable bygimpsisonment 
in the Penitentiary have beeen com- 
mitted by .a youth under sixteen [now 
eyhteen.} A felony punishable by death 
is not within the letter or meaning of the 

statuts.“ 

The judgment of the trial court was af- 
frmedin both instances and the defendant 
executed. Therefore, that disposes of our 
statutory provision as bearing on this case. 

But we tind this difference inthe Case un- 
der discussion and that of Barten. Guy 
Smith was only twelve years of age when he 
committed the crime and Barton was fifteen. 

Let us examine the common law. In IV 
Blackstone, No. 23, we read: . With re- 
guard to capital crimes the zw is still more 
minute and circumspect, di-.mguishing with 


greater nicely the several de- 
grees of age and discretion. By 
the ancient Saxon law the 


age of twelve vears was established for the 
ave of possible discretion, when first the un- 


. derstanding might open, and from thence to 


toe age of fourteen it was das pubertati 
proxima in which be might or might not be 
guilty of crime, according to bis natural 
capacity or ineapacity.. This was the dubious 
stage of discretion. But under twelve it was 
held that he could not be guilty in will, 
neither after fourteen could he be presumed 
innocent, of any capital crime which he in 
fact committed. Butbythe law as it now 
stands, and bas stood at least ever since the 
time of Edward III., the capacity of doing ill 
or contracting guilt is not so much 
measured by years and days as by the 
strength of the delinquent’s understanding 
and judgment. For one lad of 11 years old 
may have a8 much cunning as another of 14; 
and in these cases Our Maxim isthat malitia 
supplet aetatem. Under 7 yearsof age, in- 


- deed, an infant cannot be guilty of felony; 


for then afelonious discretion is almost an 
impossibility in nature; but at 8 years old 
be may be guilty offelony. Also, under 14, 
chough an infant shall be prima facie ad- 
juag¢ed to be doli incapaz, yet if it appear to 
the court and jury that he was doli capax, 
acd could discern between good and 
eyil, he may be convicted and 
euffer death.’? A girl of thirteen has been 
surnt for killing ber mistress,and a boy of 
ten and another of nine years old, who had 
killed their companions, actually hanged. 
And there was an instance in the last century 
where a boy of eight vears old was tried at 
Abingden for firing two barns, and, it appear- 
ing that he had malice, ravenge and cunning, 
he was found guilty and executed. The evi- 
dence of that malice which is to supply age 
onghe to be strong and clear beyond question 
ofadoubt. In our State juries are triers of 
fact under instructions of law from the court. 
Therefore Ieay thatthe age of Guy Smith 
alone will nut save bim, hut must be submitted 
tothe jury together with the other facts, b 

the court, ander proper instructions. I coul

Six Stories and No Windowa. 
From a New York Letter. 
The announcement of a six-story build ing 


without windows gives one a new idea of 


architecture. The object is to secure perfect 
safety against fire, and if such a thing be pos- 
sible it willindeed be attained. The safety 
deposit business was started iwenty years ago 
by Francis P. Jenks. It was a new idea, and 
it took some time to familiarize the public 
to such a scheme. It proved, however, a suc- 
cess, and became highly profitable. Other 
safety deposit establishments were 
then opened, and at present there are at least 
a dozen, though few of this number are of real 
importance. The first safety deposit company 
was intended solely for bonds and valuable 
papers, but the newly projected estabiish- 
ment will receive plate, picturas, furniture, 
and miscellaneous valuables. ‘The area of 
the structure being nearly a half acre, the six 
stories will give a vast capacity, which will 
be eagerly improved, as this will be 
the only really fireproof warehouse in the 
city. Its location being opposite the Union 
Depot will be very convenient for the Van- 
derbilts, who ‘have nearly $100,000,000 of 
bonds and need just such an institution. 
Jay Gould also lives near by, and will find 
tbis a very convenient place to keep his mil- 
lions. The Astors have a fireproof building 
of their own (at least it is called so), but 
there is no telling what is fireproof until it 
be tested, which often proves ruinous. It 
would not be surprising if the Astors also 
became patrons of the new establishment.

Another Brooklyn Scandal.

INSANELY JEALOUS. 


A High-Life Tragedy in San Fran- 
cisco—Mixed Religious. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

A tragedy in bigh life on Van Ness avenue 
occurred this morning, when Samuel Sachs, 
one of the miltlionajre dry goods firm of 
Sachs, Heller & Co., shot his wife, who is a 
daughter of ex-Coliector of the Port Shan- 
non. The woundis not necessarily danger- 
ous, but it may result fatally from the ex- 
cited condition in which his wife has been 
for some time. 

From all accounts it appears that Sachs, 
who hag been very jealous of his wife, visited 
his house this morning in a carriage and there 
found his wife, and accused her of certain in- 
fidelities,and on her denying the charge he 
drew a pistol upon the woman, who fled 
through the hall screaming for help. Quickly 
pursuing her the maddened husband dis- 
charged two shots at his victim, but one of 
which took effect. On her falling in a fainting 
condition from fright and loss of blood, Sachs 
dodged out of the front door and, entering 
the hack, was driven rapidly off. The police 
arrived too late to be of any assistance, but 
proceeded to search for the assailant. Mrs. 
Shannon, who was stopping with her daugh- 
ter at the time, dispatched a messenger for a 
surgeon, and had her daughter placed upon 
her bed and cared for. 

The origin of the trouble is clouded in mys- 
tery, but from all sources the following bis- 
tory of the troubies which resulted so dis- 
astrously have been gleamed. The husband, 
Samuel Sachs, whois a Hebrew, married 
Miss Shannon,who was young and considered 
a belle and a beauty. The marriage, owin 
to the differencein religious faith, excite 
great comment at the time and was not 
approved of by the parents, and in order to 
unite the couple found thatan elopement 
was necessary. After atime the parents be- 
came reconciled, and the father of the groom, 
who is very wealthy, fitted up an elegant 
residence in which the couple lived. They 
have two children, a boy and a girl. For some 
time past Sachs has received several anony- 
mous letters informing him of alleged scan- 
dalous doings of his wife. Incited by tbese, 
Sachs, it is said, has repeatediy interrogated 
his wife, who has denied ail defamatory sto- 
ries. During these stormy scenes, Sachs has 
so far forgotten himself as to beat and kick 
his wife in a most brutal manner. Last Sat- 
urday Sachs, having heard more of his wife’s 
action, went home in a rage, and again ac- 
cusing als wife of these actions, which were 
again denied as base slanders, struck her in 
the face, knocking her to the floor, and then 
kicked the prostrate woman in the abdomen. 
Since this affair Mrs. Sachs has been confi n ed 
to her bed and has passed from one hysterical 
fitto another. Her mother and several lady 
friends have been with her since then, eu- 
deavoring to quiet the unfortunate lady. At 
the time of the assault (Saturday) officers on 
the beat entered the house, alarmed at Mrs, 
Sachs’ shrieks, but, owing to a desire of all 
interested to keep the matter quiet, no arrests 
were made, nor was there any publicity given 
to the affair. 

Thomas Shannon, the wife’s father, was 
telegraphed for on Saturday, avd is expected 
toarrivs here next Monday, when it is be- 
lieved that an adjudication of the troubles of 
the unhappy family will be had. While it-is 
known that Sachs has been insanely jealous 
of his wife, itis the belief of friends familiar 
with the facts tbat none of the scandalous 
statements circulated by enemies possess a 
particle of truth. Both actors in this domestic 
broilare young, the husband being about 27 
and the wife about 25. The husband is one 
of two sons only, and is prospective heir to a 
great fortune. The father and mother reside 
in this city in a palatial residence. Both are 
overwhelmed with grief atthe unfortunate 
affair, and have tried every means to keep the 
matter from the public.

POOR POLICY-HOLDERS. 
The Columbia Keceiver’s Suit 
Against the Life Association 
Dismissed. 


Judge Thayer Reviews the Transfer 
Contract and Sustains It. 


Judge Thayer to-day renderec a decision in 
the case of the Columbia Life Insurance Com- 
pany's receiver against the State Superintend- 
ent, in charge of the estate or the Life Associa- 
tion. It furnishes another chapter in the his- 
tory of the life insurance litigation following the 
collapse of the great local companies during 

the past ten years. After the Life Association 
had got control of the majority of the stock of 


the Columbia Insurance Company, and had 
its on directors acting at the Columbia 
board, the scheme was devised to purchase 
the outstanding Columbia policies by substi 

tuting policies of the Life Association. About 
3,000 policies were arranged in that way. The 
tw> directories, Columbia and Life Associa- 
tion, consisting of the same persons, then 
fixed un the agreement of transier of the 
Columbia assets, aggregating $676,000, 
to the Life Association, and buying up the 
Lite Association policies. The Columbia re 

céiver brought suit to set aside the contract on 
the ground of fraud, and alleging that it was 
made forthe purpose of hinaering, delaying 
and defrauding the creditors. The court 
to-day dismisses the case, giving its reasons in 
the opinion published below. The result will 
be to still further diminish the dividend ot the 
Columbia policy-holders. Judge Thayer says: 
The proof does not support the charge that 
the transfers of property complained of were 
made with intent either to hinder, delay 
or defraud the creditors of the Columbia 
Lite Insurance Company. The purpose 
which the two contracting corporations 
had in view was to place the policy risks of the 
Columbia Life Insurance Company, with the 
consent of the policy-holders, with tue Life 
Association, the former cOmpany transferring 
to the latter sufficient property, real and per- 
sonal, to cover the reserve value of the risks 
thus transferred. There was no artifice 
used to cover up the property of the Columbia 
Life or place it beyond the reach of creditors 

It does not even appear that the Life Associa- 
tion made or contemplated making any profit 
out ot the transaction. On the contrary it is 
fairly inferabie trom the testimony that 
the property transferred was not commensurate 
with the obligations assumed. Viewedin the 
light most favorable for the plaintiff, the trans- 
action simply amounted to a preference of 
one class of policy claimants Over another. 
The intent necessary to vitiate the transfers 
undér the atatute respecting fraudulent con- 
veyances has not been proven, and the case 


fails in so far asitis predicated on that ground. 
It is also my opinion that the 
petition tails to state two sep- 


arate and independent grounds of recovery 
in properform. It states a cause of action 
under the statute respecting fraudulent con- 
vovances, and that is all in my judgment. 
But waving this objection,and conceding that 
an amendment ot the pieadings migut now 
be made, curing any defect in the form of 
stating the case, still lam prepared to go fur- 
ther and hold that the facts will not justify a 
recovery on the ground designated in the first 
cause of action, The tact that both corpora- 
tions were managed by the same board of di- 
rectors at the time that the transfers took 
place did not render the transfer null and 
void. It the fact that the two Loards were 
identical has any effect upon the legality of 
the transaction had between the two corp or- 
ations while they were so managed, it wouid 
in my estimation have no other or greater ef- 
fect than to render such transactions voidable, 
and if the transters of property 
are to be assailed on the ground that they are 
voidably merely, no court would think of 
disturbing them unless it was feasibie to re- 
store both parties substantially to their former 
position. In this case the plaintiff not only 
faiis to proffer a restoration of What it has 
received, but is obvious to the 
court that x rescission of the 
transferson anything like equitable princi- 
ples is impossible. The consideration paid hy 
the association tor the transfer of assets was 
the assumption of 3,000 policies, invoiving 
risks aggregating several million dollars, 
the net reserves whereon amounted to 
about $700,000. Those risks were canceled 
as obligations of the Columbia with?the con 

currence of the assured policv-holders, and 
new contracts assuming the fieks were issued 
by the association. It continued to carry and 
protect these risks solong as its corporate ex 

istence continued, that is, from February, 1877, 
until October, 1879. The ciaims thereon 
for the value of the reserves are 
now claims against its assets and not against 
the Columbia. The policy-holders of the Co- 
lumbia who assented to the arrangement and 
were trausferred to the association are not 


even before the court as parties to 
the present case. I think the evidence 
very clearly shows thut it is beyond 


the plaintiff's power to do what. a court of 
equity would unquestionably require to be 
done asa condition precedent to a rescission of 
the transfers, even if it were conceded that the 
arrangement as origiually entered into was 
voidable atthe election of the plaintiff, a“ is 
contended by counsei. The petition will ac- 
cordingly be dismiseed.’’
